Lake Kemp, the torage reservoir 
of the irrigation project, which is 
located 60 miles’ west of Wichita 
Falis, is the largest artificial body 
of water in Texas and the third larg- 
es. in the southwest. ‘The Elephant 
Butte and Roosevelt dams are larger. 

The dam across the Wichita River, 
which {mpounds water for irrigation 
and. for the ¢ity of Wichita Falls, is 
more than a mile long and 85 feet 
high. Lake Kemp has-a shore line 
of 150 miles. - The huge earthen dam 
is securely anchored by steel piling 
driven several feet into the solid 
ground.

Interesting Landmarks 

The question of the United States 
establishing a post here ‘was. first 
taken up following the war in 1845-46 
aod the city offered the Government 
100 acres north of San Pedro Park, 
at. San. Pedro Springs. The Alamo 
had been secularized and was the 
quartéermaster’s depot. 
on South Plores Street was not pre- 
pared till 1859 and was not occupied 
till. after the Civil War. The French 
Building, still standing near Maiti 
Plaza whith is near Military Plasa, 
was headquarters for the post for 
many years. 
The Civil War interrupted nego- 
tiations for establishing the post per- 
manently and for a time the head- 
quarters for the Texas Department’of 
the army, but not the post,. was re- 
moved to Alistin. In 1873 Gen. Phil 
Sheridan and W. W: Belnap, Secre- 
tary of War, visited San Antonio 
— with General Meyers, and May 

, 1875, the order was issued for the 
theta of the first buildings in what 
is now Fort Sam Houston and in the 
Same year the headquarters for the 
Department. of Texas was removed 
back to San Antonio from Austin. 
The post grounds and buildings were 
occupied soon afterward.

to Be Preserved 


San datcaial Conservationists 
to Save Historic Mansion 
and Old Market House 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Oct 6 (Spe- 
cial Correapondence)—To save “Gov- 
ernor’s Palace” and other historic 
buildings threatened by the march of 
modérn commerce, their friends have 
organized a Conservation Society. 
This society is incorporated to pur- 
chase and own property if it becomes 
necessary for the preservation of im- 
portant buildings and sites. 

Casual ingpection of the one-story 
sdobe buildiag near Commerce 
Street, facing City Hall, might lead 
to the conclusion that the word “pal- 
acé"in that connection was misused, 
but governor's palace it was. 

This was the official residence of 


tovince of what is now the State of 

Texas. In this modest building was 
transacted some of the most impor- 
tant business affecting this section of 
the United States. 

Over the main entrance to the “pal- 
ace” is the Spanish coat-of-arms. 

Another. building which the Con- 
servation Society is seeking to pre- 
gervé is the old Market House, 
erected in 1858 and said to bé one 
of the most. perfect examples of 
Gresék architecture in the west. With 
the growth of the city it has become 
necessary to widen Market Street. In 
doing so, a few feet of the front of 
the Old Market House must be re- 
nioved. The Conservation Society 
raised the money to save the build- 
ing -and the front will be carefully 
rémoved and set back to the new 
stréet line. The building is to -be 
made a museum.

AMARILLO, Tex., Oct. 7 (Special 
Correspondence)—Five million beef 
cattle. worth .upward of $1090,000,000 
at market price; 1,200,000 dairy cows 
producing’. in“ 1923 products worth 
$45,000,000; a miillion-acre ranch 
known ‘as the world’s largest; in 
fact more cattle land, more farms. 
and; more stock than any. other 
State. These facts go to make Texas 
still the greatest cattle’ State, and 
this despite the breaking up of 
some of the big. ranches into farms, 
and notwithstanding the passing of 
the famous longhorn cattle. — 

A ‘greater cattle country. than 
ever, is the way Texans think of it 
today, although ranching is becom- 
ing a thing of the past,.and it is 
superseded now. by stock raising, 
dgirying and cotton growing on land 
where 25 to 30 years ago grazed. vast 
herds of longhorns and. antelope, 
and in some places wild buffaloes. 

Cattle markets .are’ no longer 
thousands of miles away. In many 
instances they are only-a day or. a 
night’s run.on a freight train from 
the stock farms of west Texas, .For 
example, dealers of Fort Worth; with 
néarly a score of-railroads, handle 
live stock renee: valued at. $120,- 
000,000. 


Fort Worth misinees Heavy 


In 1923 960,795 headof cattle were 
disposed of in:Fort~ Worth which 
were shipped principally from. the 
old cattle regions of ‘west Texas, 
but they came from small ranches 
and stock farms. They: were short- 
horns; there were no’ longhorns 
among them. Calvés totaling 333,- 
357 were handled; 486,061 hogs; 
385,785 sheep, and 58,437 horses and 
mules. 

Two large packing houses and two 
small ones help the present cattle 
business there: An annual stock 
show also encourages the industry.
